SUMMARY: 1976 JAPAN-USSR FISHERIES NEGOTIATIONS, WHICH BEGAN 
MARCH 15 IN MOSCOW, CONCLUDED APRIL 29 IN PACKAGE DEAL. TWO SIDES 
AGREED ON: fl) SALMON QUOTA OF 80,000 METRIC TONS (MT) 

FOR JAPAN (REDUCTION OF 3,000 MT FROM 1974 LEVEL) AND 5,000 

MT FOR USSR (UP FROM 3,000 MT IN 1974); (2) JAPANESE CATCH OF 

RED SALMON BY MOTHERSHIP-TYPE OPRERATION IN ZONE A TO BE 

REDUCED BY 44 PERCENTFROM 5.4 MILLION FISH IN 1975 TO 3 

MILLION FISH IN 1976; (3) CATCHES OF FEEDING HERRING IN 

OKHOTSK SEA BOTH BY JAPAN AND USSR TO BE REDUCED BY 50 PERCENT 

FROM 1975 LEVEL; 

(4) JAPANESE RESEARCH VESSELS FISHING FOR MATURE HERRING TO BE 
REDUCED FROM THIRTEEN TO SIX VESSELS, AND (5) JAPANESE QUOTA 
FOR EAST SAKHALIN BLUE KING CRAB (ABURA-GANI) TO BE REDUCED BY 
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50 PERCENT FROM 1975 LEVEL. TOTAL JAPANESE QUOTA FOR CRABS IN 
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1976 REPRESENTS A REDUCTION OF 14 PERCENT FROM 1975. IT IS 
REPORTED THAT AGREEMENTS ON CRAB AND SNAIL FISHING WILL BE 
INITIATED APRIL 30 AND ON SALMON FISHING EARLY MAY ALL IN 
MOSCOW. END SUMMARY. 

1 . APRIL 30 "ASAHI SHIMBUN" AND "NIHON KEIZAI SHIMBUN" PROVIDE 
FOLLOWING DETAILS OF 1976 IAPAN-USSR FISHERIES AGREEMENT 
REACHED APRIL 29 IN MOSCOW. FISHERIES AGENCY HAS CONFIRMED

FOR (1 REDUCTION OF NUMBER OF MOTHERSHIPS IN ZONE A, (2) ENTRY 

OF SOVIET PATROLBOATS IN TO ZONE B, (3) TOTAL BAN ON EAST SAKHALIN 
BLUE KING CRAB FISHING, (4) TOTAL BAN ON OLYUTOL TANNER CRAB 
FISHING, (5) TIME AND AREA REDUCTION FOR WEST KAMCHATKA BROWN KING 
CRAB FISHING AND (6) TOTAL BAN ON TRAWL FISHING IN THE CRAB AND 
SNAIL FISHING AREAS. POLLACK QUOTA WAS NOT RAISED. 

4. IAPANESE REACTION: AGRICULTURE AND FORESTRY MINISTRER SHINTARO 
ABE QUOTED AS SAYING, "ALTHOUGH JAPAN IS DISSATISFIED WITH OUTCOME 
ON HERRING, HISTORICAL CATCHES IN THE NORTHWEST PACIFIC OCEAN WERE 
SUBSTANTIALLY ASSURED. ABE ADDED THAT THE CHANGING INTERNATIONAL 
ENVIRONMENT REFLECTED BY THE CURRENT LOS CONFERENCE AND IN U.S.'S 
200-MILE EXCLUSIVE FISHING ZONE, WAS AN INFLUENCE ON THE JAPAN-USSR 
FISHERIES NEGOTIATIONS. 
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
